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Reasons for tJie enactment 

Under the existing provisions of section 9A of the Rajasthan Panchayat 
Act, 1953 (Rajasthan'Act No, XXI of 1953), an Administrator can be 
appointed for a maximum period of two years. Smce the term of the 
Administrators appointed on 20th June, 1991 is due to expire ctn 19th 
June, 1993 and it is not possible to hold the Panchayat elections by that 
time, it is proposed that the term of the Administrators be increased to 
two years and mne months by amending sub-section (2) of section 9A of 
the Rajasthan Panchayat Act, 1953. 

2. The powers of the Legislature of the State of Rajasthan to make 
laws has been declared by the Proclamation issued on 15th December, 
1992 under article 356 of the Constitution to be exercisable by or under 
the authority of Parliament. The said power has now been conferred 
by Parliament on the President under article 357(1) (a) of the Constitu¬ 
tion by 'enacting the Rajasthan State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) 
Act, 1993. 

3 It has, therefore, been decided that the term of office of the Admi¬ 
nistrators be extended to a maximum of two years and nine months 
by amending sub-section (2) of section 9A of the Rajasthan Panchayat 
Act, 1953 by a Presidential enactment. , -

4. Under the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Rajasthan 
State Legislature (Delegation, of Powers) Act, 1993, the President shall, 
before enacting any President’s Act, wherever he considers it practicable 
to do so, consult a Committee constituted r for the purpose, consisting o f 
the Members of both Houses of Parliament. As the said Committee has 
not so far been constituted, it is not practicable to eonsult the said Com¬ 
mittee prior to the enactment of the Bill The measure is, accordingly, 
being enacted without reference to the said Committee.
